"As soon as they came to the 
window, the guard let them have 
it with tear gas. There was no 
one hurt. The four prisoners were 
shook up by the tear gas. but 
will recover shortly. These things 
are serious and they will happen 
anywhere. It all depends on how 
well you handle them."

Court of Pennsylvania prevent-’ 
censorship of obscene or porno-] 
graphic movies.”
